Dozen Shots Fired at Close 
Range; Robber Hurt.

Patrolman Bachman during a hot 
three-cornered revolver duel, follow- 
ing the sensational holding-up and 
robbing of Gyles Cafe, No. 851 South 
Spring street, shortly after 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

The police hope to catch the man 
when he is forced to seek admittance 
into some hospital for surgical treat- 
ment or asks help of a physician. A

THRILLING DUEL. 
The robbery of the Gyles’ Cafe was 
one of the most daring crimes of its 
kind that Ras been committed in Loe 
Angeles in some time. It consid- 
ered remarkable by the police that 
Patrolman Bachman, Watchmas 
Sheppard and the highwayman were 
not all three killed, for more than «a 
dozen shots were fired at close range 
during the street duel. 
While standing almost opposite th 
cafe, Bachman noticed a man lurking 
in a hallway a couple of doors away. 
As he started across the street to in- 
vestigate he saw the robber, who had 
not noticed him, take a large revolver 
from his pocket and walk quickly in- 
to the place. Realizing that the cafe 
was about to be held up, Bachman 
tan to the corner and turned a fest 
call to the Cehtre! Station. 
As Bachman rushed beck to th, 
cafe he met Sheppard and called to 
him that the place was being held up. 
Sheppard saw the man rifling the cash 
register, at the same time holding 
Miss Helen Stevens, No. 647 South 
Grand avenue, at bey with his gun. 
The watchman fired two shots 
through the window at the men. 

BULLETS FLY. 

As the robber ran from the. cafe he 
passed less than six feet from Bach- 
man, who first made an effort to grab 
him and then emptied his Yévolver 
at him. At the same time Sheppard 
was exchanging shots with the fleeing, 
bandit. 
Bachman reported that he is posei- 
tive that one of his close-range shots 
took effect, declaring that the bullet 
pierced the robber's hips. The man 
finally disappeared down Spring 
street. An automobile passing the 
place ran a gatintiet of bullets, but 
got through unscathed. 
During the revolver duel a man 
lurking in an alley on Ninth between 
Main and Broadway was seen to 
emerge from his hiding place and 
run in an opposite direction to that 
taken by the man who entered the 
cafe, The police think that he ig the 
partner of the bandit. 
A landlady who conducts a room- 
ing-house at No. 120 West Ninth 
street, was awakened by the shooting. 
A moment later she heard a man 
rush into her place, run down the 
hall, and, after entering a room, 
slam the door. Later when she in- 
vestigated, she found that the occu- 
pant of that room, one of her recent 
boarders, had disappeared. 
It is the surmise of the police that 
the man was one of the two. possibly 
the one wounded, and that he re- 
turned to the room to get his per- 
sonal effects and escape.

Moving his plate back and carefully 
spreading his handkerchief out be- 
fore him, he ‘leisurely stepped upon 
the table, by the aid of his chair.

throat, began: 

“Ladies and gentiemen———” 

What followed no one is 
able to tell, except that his 
was a religious one.
